Niagara Falls, N. Y., Aug 15, liWl 
Editor Gettysburg Times: 
SVe left Biglerville on the morning 
of August 12 by way 
of Harrisburg, 
Lebanon. 
Heading 
and 
Allentown 
Through this section of country 
the 
corn crop couldn’t look more prom is 
ing 
At Allentown we changed to the 
Lehigh Valley route. 
I his is a very 
picturesque 
route. 
Running 
along 
and winding with the 
river for miles 
and at many places the road bed was 
cut out of solid rock. 
Above Livings­ 
ton we passed through a tunnel unuei 
a 
mountain 
bridge 
and 
came to

At Haunch Chunk we saw 
the oldest Railroad in 
the Knifed 
States and a canal Kiat towed by 2 
mules. 
At W hite 
Haven, Ohio, a

so that no one could get on the tracks 
while trains are passing 
You find 
their, throughout the West.

The Alleghenny 
mountains along 
tliis route contain very little timber 
and when you

(Jlen Sulphur Spring* you w ill behold 
a beautiful sight, to your right lies a 
beautiful

the mining town* of Wilkes Barn* and 
Duncannon.

Buckwheat being the principal 
crop.

The chunnel into which the Niagara 
river falls i« wide and very deep

The Niagara River receives 
all the wafer* of the Great Lakes with 
the exception of Lake Ontario,

As you pass down the Canadian <*ide

Brock, 
who was 
killed in the war of 1*12.

American side you can see the Whirl 
pool Rapids. Cave of the Winds and 
the spot where Father Hennepin was 
killed, the first Catholic Missionary 
to the Toited State* 
No one should 
miss going down the sloping steps 264 
steps to the bottom of the channel, 
where you can get 
right along side 
and behind the fall*. 
You can see 
rainbow* most anytime of the day if 
the sun is shining. 
The fulling waters 
make a noise resembling thunder and 
a dense cloud of vapor. 
The river 
aland a mile above the falls is divided
